Mayor's A&E health battle petition goes online 


AN online petition has been launched 
by Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner call¬ 
ing for the retention of full emergen¬ 
cy services at the Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital. 

Councillor Milner has launched an 
electronic version of his paper peti¬ 
tion to stop emergency care leaving 
the county town. He had already col¬ 
lected about 4,000 names and hopes 


the online petition will boost the fig¬ 
ures. 

A petition with 3,200 names has 
already been handed over to health 
bosses calling for the Royal Shrews¬ 
bury Hospital to be the home of the 
new emergency centre. Health chiefs 
have said that no final decision has 
yet been made on where the emer¬ 
gency care centre should be sited 


- The Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
or The Princess Royal Hospital in 
Telford. Councillor Milner said: “If 
the A&E department at the Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital was to be relo¬ 
cated to the Princess Royal Hospital 
in Telford not only in my opinion 
would it be too far to expect residents 
to travel but travelling that extra 
distance could have serious conse¬ 


quences on the health of the patient. 
Oswestry is the second biggest town 
in Shropshire and should therefore 
have a local A&E for not only the 
town but the surrounding areas. If 
we were to lose the A&E in Shrews¬ 
bury we should have our very own 
Urgent Care Centre in Oswestry.” 

Health bosses have stressed that 
the hospital not chosen as the site 


of the emergency care centre would 
still retain an A&E that would be 
able to cope with about 80 per of the 
cases that it deals with today. People 
can sign the online petition at www.

FLY-TIPPING FEAR 
OVER WASTE PLAN

CONTROVERSIAL plans 
which could see the closure of 
Welshpool’s household waste 
recycling centre would create 
a “fly-tipping disaster area”, 
campaigners have claimed. 

Welshpool Town Council is objecting 
to any reductions to the recycling cen¬ 
tres anywhere in Powys and has an¬ 
nounced a public meeting will be held 
in the Town Hall on November 22 to 
air concerns. 

Welshpool Town Councillor Graham Breeze 
called for residents to turn out in force at the 
meeting. He said: “The town 
council has called the public 
meeting and invited Powys 
County Council officers to at¬ 
tend and explain themselves. 
This is an opportunity to 
let everyone know just how 
strongly the community feels 
about any threat to household 
waste recycling centres in North 
Powys. The county will become 
a fly-tipping disaster area if we 
allow Powys County Council to go ahead with 
this scheme.” 

And this week Montgomeryshire Assembly 
Member Russell George stepped into the row, 
raising his concerns with Mark Drakeford AM, 
the Welsh Government Minister responsible for 
local government. 

He said: “I have been inundated by com¬ 
plaints by constituents in relation to the con¬ 
sultation currently being conducted by Powys 
County Council relating to household waste, 
which could potentially result in the closure of a 
site at either Newtown or Welshpool. 

“There are now serious concerns that the po¬ 
tential closure of the site at either Newtown or 
Welshpool will result in an increase in fly-tip¬ 
ping and a reduction in recycling rates in the 
area due to the fact that the nearest recycling 
centre will be an unacceptable distance away.” 

Powys County Council is reviewing five house¬ 
hold waste and recycling centres as it looks to 
save £700,000.

Woman tells of 
shock at finding 
cannabis factory 

A WOMAN has spoken of the shock of go¬ 
ing into a property she had lived in with 
her father and finding about 300 canna¬ 
bis plants growing inside. 

Bridie Lloyd said the realisation that 
the former Royal Bengal building in 
Oswestry had been turned into a drugs 
factory had been distressing. 

Miss Lloyd said the corner building in 
Beatrice Street had been home to herself 
and her father, well-known businessman, 
Arob Ali who died in 2012. It was a pop¬ 
ular takeaway. “He would be absolutely 
disgusted with what has happened,” she 
said. 

“My father was a good man, he worked 
hard to open his business. This was the 
home that I shared with my father but 
I have not had possession of it since De¬ 
cember 2014.” 

Miss Lloyd is currently involved in 
civil proceedings over the ownership of 
the building. She said she gained entry 
on Tuesday last week before contacting 
police. She said: “The place was utterly 
unrecognisable when I pulled back a cur¬ 
tain. 

“There must have been 300 plants in 
different stages of being grown.” 

Police said a 16-year-old boy was ar¬ 
rested on suspicion of cultivation of can¬ 
nabis. The teenager appeared at Telford 
Magistrates Court and was remanded in 
youth detention to return for an interim 
remand hearing.

The refurbishment will include new 
checkouts, branding and redecoration, 
plus new fish, meat and pizza counters.

SIMPLY the best - Oswestry town councillors 
have been celebrating after they were named 
number one by the National Association of 
Local Councils. 

A voting panel named Oswestry the Star 
Council of nearly 12,000 in England and 
Wales for the breadth of activities and events 
that it is responsible for. Judges were told 
that the council generates £4 million through 
its commercial activities. It was praised for its 
partnership working with local groups, indi¬ 
viduals, the voluntary section and schools and 


young people and the regular health forum it 
organises chaired by North Shropshire MP 
Owen Paterson. 

Other partnerships are involved in allot¬ 
ments, tourism, the visitor and exhibition 
centre and the annual bonfire and fireworks 
evening and the council has also established 
a town museum. 

Town Clerk David Preston said the work 
of the council ranged from promoting meet¬ 
ings to save local A&E services, to ensuring 
that Oswestry’s Waving Santa, a much loved, 


festival illumination, was replaced. “We man¬ 
age a voluntary CCTV scheme that has won 
national awards, secured external funding 
including heritage lottery for a cemetery re¬ 
search project and facilitate food, youth music 
and Christmas festivals and other events,” he 
said.

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Pioneering council takes 
on cleaning duties in town

WELSHPOOL councillors have 
decided to clean up their town 
after becoming weary of com¬ 
plaints about weeds, overgrown 
grass and littering. 

Street Scene services in Welshpool 
were this week transferred to the town 
council from Powys County Council. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson said: “Our 
town was starting to look unloved and we 
wanted to keep it looking neat and tidy. 

“All of the town and community councils 
in Powys have been offered the chance to 
take over the Street Scene services which 
includes litter bins, verges, open spaces, 
graffiti and fly tipping. 

“Powys has also offered some funding 
to support the service delivered by others 
but as far as I know, Welshpool is so far the 
only council to have taken them up on their 
suggestion and we took over the services on 
Tuesday.” 

Mr Robinson said the council would be 
cleaning up the streets of Welshpool seven 
days a week with its Billie Goat litter ma¬ 
chines and its own second-hand bin lorry, 
plus other equipment. 

Over the last few years, the town council 
has saved the town’s Tourist Information 
Centre and the public toilets that were 
threatened with closure. “Without these, 
many of our tourists would not stop on 
their way to the coast,” said Mr Robinson. 
“Last October, the town council conducted 
a town-wide survey with a response rate of 
12 per cent - normally such surveys attract 
four to five per cent. 

“The survey asked if people were willing 
to pay a bit more to keep services locally. 
The overwhelming result was ‘yes’. 

“From this survey, the town council de¬ 
cided it was right to proceed with the tak¬ 
ing over of the Street Scene.” 

The takeover of the Street Scene work 
will be marked with a ceremonial handover 
tomorrow (Friday) outside the Town Hall 
at 2pm, when the new equipment and vehi¬ 
cles will be on display. Residents are invited 
to attend the short ceremony and there will 
be tea and coffee in the Corn Exchange. 

Councillor Stephen Kaye, Mayor of 
Welshpool, said: “Yet again, Welshpool has 
led the way in retaining the services the 
town needs and I think the taking over of 
the Street Scene will be a good thing for 
the town - for both residents and tourists 
alike.”

PASSENGERS and a female car driver 
were treated for injuries following a colli¬ 
sion between a bus and a white car at an 
accident blackspot between Oswestry and 
Welshpool. 

The crash happened at the Llynclys cross¬ 
roads on the A483 on Tuesday afternoon. 

Two ambulances went to the accident 
and paramedics boarded the Tanat Valley 
service bus to ensure the passengers were 
unhurt. 

The bus company dispatched a second 
bus onto which the passengers were trans¬ 


ferred so that they could continue their 
journeys. A spokeswoman for the West 
Midland Ambulance Service said : “The car 
driver was checked out and there were four 
‘walking wounded’ passengers treated for 
minor injuries - the injuries don’t appear 
to be serious.” 

The accident happened just after 2.30pm 
and caused long hold-ups on the busy trunk 
road. 

Police controlled traffic while a heavy re¬ 
covery lorry was brought in to move the bus 
which suffered a smashed windscreen. 


Meanwhile, Government transport 
chiefs are to visit the region to see problems 
on two main roads. 

Transport minister John Hayes will meet 
North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson as 
part of his long running campaign to see 
the A5 dualled north of Shrewsbury and 
past the Oswestry area and onto Ruabon 
and also to win the go-ahead for the Pant/ 
Llanymynech bypass on the A483. 

Mr Paterson said Mr Hayes had agreed 
to make the trip to Shropshire in the New 
Year.

Apartments 
proposal for 
closed hotel 

DEVELOPERS are applying to con¬ 
vert an Oswestry hotel, which has 
stood empty and unused for the past 
two years, into residential apart¬ 
ments. 

Agent James Ellis, on behalf of 
J Ross Developments, Oswestry, 
is seeking planning approval from 
Shropshire Council to convert The 
Smithfield Hotel, a Georgian-style 
building with 16 bedrooms that for¬ 
merly housed the Bullring Bar into 
seven residential apartments. 

In a design and access statement, 
developers say the three-storey build¬ 
ing, located on the corner of Salop 
Road and English Walls, was formerly 
known as The Bear Hotel and ceased 
to operate approximately two years 
ago due to “lack of trade”. 

“Although the property has been 
marketed for sale for around 18 
months, the property still stands 
empty and unused,” says the state¬ 
ment. “It has been in the current 
ownership for approximately 10 years 
and over that period, operated as a 
hotel with at least one major refur¬ 
bishment. But due to competition 
from modern, more suitable accom¬ 
modation being provided over recent 
years, the business has suffered. The 
owners have investigated various op¬ 
tions and have concluded - along with 
professional advice - to seek planning 
approval to convert the building into 
residential apartments.” 

Car company to 
close dealership 

CAR dealers Greenhous has an¬ 
nounced that it is to close a dealership 
in Welshpool. 

The Shrewsbury-headquartered 
chain acquired the Waterloo Place 
dealership in Welshpool from WR 
Davies as part of a double deal which 
also gave it a site in Newtown last 
year. The company has invested heav¬ 
ily in upgrading its site in Newtown, 
including with the opening of a new 
Ford Transit centre, but the company 
said the Welshpool site was “dated” 
and in a poor position. 

The business will now be relocated 
to Newtown, and Greenhous said it 
was attempting to minimise redun¬ 
dancies. “We have found that the 
Welshpool dealership was difficult to 
locate and had a dated infrastructure 
which made it problematic in attract¬ 
ing new business,” said Greenhous 
Ford dealer principal Tony Mellish. 



Drink-drive trucker is 


jailed for car park chaos

A TRUCKER who had been drink¬ 
ing has been jailed after causing 
chaos in a McDonalds car park 
near Oswestry. 

Staff and customers at the restau¬ 
rant were terrified to see the truck en¬ 
ter the car park. 

It headed towards the drive through area 
but crashed into a lamppost which fell and 
damaged a nearby Audi. 

Grzegorz Lipinski, then reversed but 
crashed into other street furniture in the 
car park at McDonalds near Chirk. Li¬ 
pinski, 44, a father of three from Poland 
who was making a delivery to the nearby 
Kronospan wood chip factory, admitted 
drink-driving and was jailed for 28 days 
and banned from driving for two years. He 
was said to have little recollection of the 
incident. 

District Judge Gwyn Jones, sitting at 
Flintshire Magistrates Court at Mold, said 
that he was in charge of a heavy goods 
vehicle and trailer when he had 65 micro¬ 
grammes of alcohol in his breath, compared 
to the legal limit of 35. 

“You attempted to manoeuvre a hefty 
vehicle through the drive through area of 
McDonalds. Even large cars sometimes 
have difficulties. It is clear that they are 
not designed for large vehicles. 

“However, under the influence of drink, 
you drove that vehicle with little recollec¬ 
tion - driving in a manner which I am sat¬ 
isfied was dangerous. 

“You are a professional driver in charge 
of a very big HGV and you attempted to 
manoeuvre your vehicle in circumstances 
of extreme danger.” 

The judge said that no doubt both mem¬ 
bers of staff and members of the public 
eating there would have been terrified at 
the sight of a very large vehicle travelling 
towards them. 

“The drive through section is not de¬ 
signed for such vehicles,” he said. 

Prosecutor Justin Espie said that it was 
at 11pm on Saturday that the defendant 
was making a delivery to Kronospan but 
for some reason decided to drive into Mc¬ 
Donalds. 

The defendant admitted that he had been 
drinking that afternoon, at about 1pm, and 
had fallen asleep. 

Simon Simmons, defending, said it was 
an unusual case. 

“I can see eye brows raised,” he said.

New image of abduction attempt man 


AN artist’s impression has been re¬ 
leased of a man police want to trace 
in connection with two suspicious 
incidents involving schoolchildren. 

Both incidents took place in the 
Oswestry area, with a man pulling 
up by schoolchildren and asking 
them to get into his vehicle. 

On October 12 an 11- year-old boy 
was walking home after getting off 
a school bus in Weston Rhyn just 


before 4pm. A man in a black car, 
believed to be a Renault Clio, called 
out and falsely claimed that he had 
been asked to pick him up by the 
boy’s mother. The boy ran home, 
with the car seen to drive off in the 
direction of Trehowell Lane. 

The man is described as white, 
in his late 20 s with short, straight 
brown hair, thinly built and a 
strong Liverpudlian accent. 


The second incident occurred 
at 7.50am on October 18 when a 
13-year-old girl was walking on 
Longueville Drive in Oswestry. 
As she approached the junction of 
Aston Way, a small black van pulled 
up next to her and the driver told 
her to get into the van. 

The girl ran away from the scene. 
The man did not leave the vehi¬ 
cle and the girl was not injured or 


physically touched in any way. The 
driver is described a white man in 
his 20 s of a medium build, with 
dark brown hair and slight stubble. 
He was described as having a slight 
Liverpool accent and was thought 
to be the only person in the vehicle. 

The vehicle is described as a black 
van with blacked out rear windows 
and black tape or a bag covering the 
registration plates. 


Fencing installed at centre 
to halt young roof climbers

FENCING has been installed on the roof of a community centre that 
has been plagued by youngsters climbing onto it. 

Shropshire Council chiefs said youths have been climbing onto the roof of The 
Centre in Oak Street, Oswestry. 

Now, in a bid to tackle the problem and prevent children from putting themselves in 
danger, they have installed the fence. Steve Law, strategic asset manager with Shropshire 
Council, said the action has been taken “reluctantly but for a very important reason”. He 
said: “We take our responsibility for health and safety very seriously and we don’t want 
-—- 7^7 - anyone to injure themselves through tres¬ 
passing on the roof of The Centre. 

“We gave careful consideration to the 
most appropriate precautions to take, and 
sought advice from our crime prevention 
officer on protecting our premises and dis¬ 
couraging unauthorised climbing at height. 

“This fence was deemed to be the best 
way to tackle what it is a very serious prob¬ 
lem. 

“We now want to get the message out to 
children that climbing onto the roof is dan¬ 
gerous and they put themselves at risk of 
serious injury by doing so. 

“The fence has been put in place for a 
very good reason and we urge children not 
to try and climb over it - they may injure 
themselves if they attempt to do so.” 

Councillor Vince Hunt, who represents 
the Oswestry West ward on Shropshire 
Council, said: “The Centre is a space de¬ 
signed for young people and their safety is 
at the heart of what we do. We run success¬ 
ful weekly youth sessions and activities for 
10-18 year olds. We must ensure young peo¬ 
ple are not able to access the roof as they 
have been doing, as serious injury would 
only be a matter of time. 

“The measures used may seem excessive 
but we want to be as sure as we can that 
vulnerable access points are well secured.”

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Drug dealer runs out of 
court after remand ruling

A MAN found guilty of drug charges bolted from a courtroom dock 
after a judge remanded him in custody. 

James Spotswood went on the run on Friday last week following his trial at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court. He was arrested several hours later. 

Spotswood denied two counts of being in possession of Class A drugs with intent to 
supply and being in possession of a knife in a public place. But a jury unanimously found 
him guilty of all three charges at the hearing. The case was adjourned for the 28-year-old 
to be sentenced at Shrewsbury Crown Court on November 29. Debra White, representing 
Spotswood, argued that he should be given bail until the hearing. But when Recorder Mar- 
- tin Jackson refused, Spotswood, who has a 


Efforts are 
launched to 
curb thefts 

A CROSS-border effort has been launched 
to clamp down on a spate of targeted break- 
ins that have seen thieves take expensive 
tools from vans. 

Both Dyfed-Powys Police and West Mer¬ 
cia Police are working with councillors 
and communities after a number of raids 
on either side of the Shropshire/Mid Wales 
border. Local tradesmen working in Chir- 
bury in Shropshire and Montgomery and 
Newtown in Powys have been victims of 
the break-ins in recent weeks. 

Shropshire Councillor Heather Kidd, 
who represents Chirbury and Worthen, 
believes organised gangs could be at work. 

She said: “We’ve had two break-ins in my 
village of Chirbury and one in neighbour¬ 
ing Montgomery and identical break-ins 
two weeks ago. 

“From speaking to the police it seems 
that there is quite a serious spate of this 
going on across our area.“The pattern is 
the same. Thieves target vans of tradesmen 
using a universal key fob which can access 
doors of vans and they steal tools. I under¬ 
stand that several thousand pounds worth 
of kit has been stolen in our area recently. 

“Disturbingly, they come back two weeks 
later and break in to the same vehicles 
again.” 

A 32-year-old man from the Shropshire 
area has been arrested in connection with 
thefts from vans in the Montgomery area 
between October 19 and 20. He has been 
bailed pending further inquiries. 


young baby, ran out of the court building. 

During the two-day trial, the court heard 
that wraps of crack cocaine and heroin 
worth £900 were found hidden inside two 
Kinder Surprise eggs after police pulled 
over a car in Gobowen Road, heading into 
Oswestry. 

Spotswood and passenger Alan McNeil 
were found to have a sock containing the 
eggs with the drugs inside when they were 
stopped on January 30 last year. 

A knife was also seized from the vehicle. 

Brett Williamson, prosecuting, said the 
pair were drug dealers and Spotswood’s role 
was to act as the driver, ferrying McNeil to 
addresses where deals would be made. He 
said police found 79 wraps of crack cocaine, 
nine wraps of heroin and a wrap containing 
a mixture of the Class A drugs. 

Officers also seized £235 in cash from 
Spotswood, who lives in River Grove, New 
Ferry, Wirral. His fingerprints were found 
on one of the drug wraps and on the under¬ 
side of the compartment in the car where 
they were found hidden. 

Giving evidence, Spotswood claimed he 
had been held hostage by McNeil, who had 
forced him to be his driver and threatened 
him with a knife. 

He said he had driven to Oswestry as a 
favour to a friend in order to pick someone 
up and bring them back to Liverpool. He 
told the court he did not know what was in 
the Kinder Surprise eggs until he was able 
to peek inside. 

He said: “I put them back and panicked.” 

Spotswood claimed he did not try to get 
away from McNeil because he was fright¬ 
ened for the safety of himself and his family. 
But in his closing speech, Mr Williamson 
said: “This is high end street dealing. 

“This is bringing drugs from Liverpool, 
as part of an organised criminal venture, to 
Oswestry to peddle them.” 

The jury was told that McNeil had al¬ 
ready pleaded guilty to two counts of being 
in possession of Class A drugs with intent 
to supply.

What is it about me and train 
travel? Every time I make a 
cross-country trip something 
winds me up so much that it 
makes me turn to print. This time 
it was a seven-hour long haul 
from Welshpool to Ipswich, a 
journey taking me to Peterbor¬ 
ough via Birmingham, that would 
have been a pleasant enough 
experience had it not been for 
the annoying woman sat oppo¬ 
site me on the first part of the 
journey to the Midlands. 

Why do people think the “re¬ 
served seat” ticket is meaning¬ 
less would be the first question? 
What is it that makes someone 
think they can sprawl out across 
three, or even four seats, and fall 
asleep? For that’s the reason I 
ended up in the seat I did. 

It simply wasn’t worth the 
trouble of asking someone to 
move when there were several 
unreserved seats available. But 
I hadn’t bargains for the next 
experience as the train reached 
Shrewsbury and began to fill up. 

With people standing why was 
the woman opposite sitting in the 
aisle seat with her suit case and 
bags piled on the window seat?

Don’t think so. And why did she 
completely blank all those stood 
around us as she chatted away 
into her mobile? Worse still why 
did she not budge when the 
guard asked people to ensure 
that all seats were kept clear 
with the train clearly overcrowd¬ 
ed? I was sorely tempted to ask 
her to move and in my young¬ 
er and more outspoken days 
would surely have done so but 
simply wasn’t in the mood for a 
confrontation. Just as well real¬ 
ly because after changing trains 
at Birmingham New Street and 
boarding another crowded car¬ 
riage for Peterborough I found 
myself again seated opposite the 
same annoying woman who this 
time could have done with help 
to lift her cases into the overhead 
lockers. But I let her struggle. 

If only she knew I was writing 
this column as she recovered 
her composure after a massive 
struggle to find space for that 
luggage. What goes around 
comes around they say. 

Last week I was heaping 
praise on Oswestry Town Coun¬ 
cil for becoming the best in Brit¬ 
ain and this week it’s the turn of 
Welshpool Town Council to gain 
the plaudits after taking on street 
cleaning duties from Powys 
County Council.

Appeal embraces veterans 
across the generations 


MARK ANDREWS speaks to 
the woman responsible for 
raising RBL Poppy Appeal 
funds across Shropshire 

WHEN you talk about the Pop¬ 
py Appeal, what images spring 
to mind? Silver-haired heroes 
in military blazers rattling tins, 
talk of tragedies at Ypres and 
The Somme? 

“This year we are asking people to 
rethink Remembrance,” says Jenny 
Robey, the Royal British Legion’s 
community fundraiser in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

“A lot of the work that the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion does today is with some quite 
young people who have served in recent 
conflicts and are affected now and who 
need help now. 

“It is not just about wars which hap¬ 
pened a long time ago.” 

Of course, honouring the fallen of two 
world wars, not to mention the many 
conflicts before them, is still a very im¬ 
portant part of Remembrance. And 
Jenny knows only too well that her job 
would be much more difficult were it not 
for the army of retired people who self¬ 
lessly give their time to help with the ap¬ 
peal each year. 

But the 31-year-old, whose partner 
serves with the Royal Marines in Scot¬ 
land, also hopes this year’s appeal will 
raise the profile of the younger veterans 
who have served in recent conflicts, in¬ 
cluding the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

The different nature of this year’s ap¬ 
peal was underlined by the launch party 
in central London last week. 

Whereas previous years has seen the 
appeal launched by the likes of Dame 
Vera Lynn, this time an interactive video 
installation was installed to broadcast

stories from a new generation of vet¬ 
erans. 

The four 60-second films by the Royal 
British Legion, featuring experiences 
from the younger generation of the 
Armed Forces community, are being 
played on seven monoliths in Paternos¬ 
ter Square. 

In each film, a story of conflict or in¬ 
jury is narrated by a Second World War 
veteran aged between 88 and 97, in mil¬ 
itary dress, with some proudly wearing 
berets and medals. 

At the end it is revealed that the sto¬ 
ries do not belong to the speaker, but 
to a younger veteran or member of the 
Armed Forces aged between 29 and 34. 

Members of the public are being 
urged to recognise the service and sac¬ 
rifice made across all generations of 
the British Armed Forces including the 
most recent conflicts. 


Jenny, who lives in Shrewsbury, gave 
up her career as a landscape architect 
in January to take up the post of com¬ 
munity fundraiser with the Royal Brit¬ 
ish Legion in the county. 

“I have always greatly admired the 
work of the military charities, and 
I found myself doing an increasing 
amount of charity work in my spare 
time,” she says. “My partner is serving 
in the forces and it means a great deal 
to me. 

“When this role came up I jumped at 
the chance. I’m a Shropshire girl born 
and bred, and bringing together the 
county that I love and a cause that is 
close to my heart is a dream for me. I 
go to work every day with a smile on 
my face.” 

This will be Jenny’s first Poppy Ap¬ 
peal launch, and it has a lot to live up 
to. Last year’s appeal, which for ac¬ 


counting reasons actually only ended 
last month, saw a record £448,000 raised 
in the county. 

“That leaves me, doing this for the 
first time, with a very big target to 
beat,” she says. “The people of Shrop¬ 
shire are extremely generous. Although 
we are a large county, there aren’t that 
many people.” 

She cites the Royal British Legion’s 
Battle Back Centre at Lilleshall as a 
shining example of the excellent work 
that the charity is doing in the county 
today. 

The centre, which was set up by the 
legion in partnership with the Ministry 
of Defence, provides sports and adven¬ 
ture activities for wounded, injured and 
sick service personnel. It doesn’t just 
support those facing physical challenges, 
but also those with conditions such as 
post-traumatic stress disorder. It also 
helps helps its users either resume their 
service career or make the transition to 
civilian life. 

“It is funded by the appeal and it is 
absolutely fantastic what they do there,” 
says Jenny. 

“Since it opened three years ago it has 
helped 4,000 people, and it has changed 
their lives. 

“The wonderful thing about it is it 
enables anybody to do outdoor pursuits. 
Whatever has happened to them, what¬ 
ever they have been through, everyone 
can do archery, everyone can play a 
game of basketball, they have all the dif¬ 
ferent adaptations there. I know Prince 
Harry is very impressed by it.” 

Meanwhile, the Royal British Legion 
will hope that its video display will 
capture the public’s imagination in the 
same way that the field of ceramic pop¬ 
pies at the Tower of London did in 2014. 

The video installation will feature 
seven multi-screen columns, the tallest 
standing just over 13ft high. 

People will be able to explore the films 
from different perspectives, with the 
screens uniting to create a single image 
from one specific viewing point.

Commission in London, met with 
the Japanese Ambassador and 
dozens of Japanese businesses, 
and the First Minister of Gibraltar 
at different events. 

On Tuesday a select commit¬ 
tee I’ve just joined, the Environ¬ 
mental Audit Committee met 
with 12 British dependencies in¬ 
cluding the Falklands, to discuss 
their position post Brexit. 

I also met with Juanito Ma¬ 
nuel Santos Canderon, the great 
President of Columbia, who was 
on a state visit to Britain, and 
came to Westminster to meet 
Parliamentarians. 

Colombia recently emerged 
from 50 years of war and has 
great potential for trade. I am es¬ 
tablishing an All Party Parliamen¬ 
tary Group for Colombia. 

The UK IS leaving the EU. This 
is the biggest decision of my life¬ 
time. 

It will be a long, complex and 
difficult road to travel. It will 
dominate the current Parliament, 
and will define Theresa May’s 
premiership. 

I voted in support of the UK 
taking this fork in the road, but 
with great uncertainty about the 
future. 

The six months since the ref¬ 
erendum have gone better than 
anyone predicted or could have 
expected. But we cannot im¬ 
agine there will not be real test¬ 
ing difficulties to come. 

The only way to face up to the 
challenge is to look out to the 
world, and make Britain open to 
world trade.

Tag system to 
beat criminals 

FARMERS and landowners are be¬ 
ing asked to register their details to 
the police as part of a new tracking 
scheme which aims to cut rural crime 
in Mid Wales. 

Dyfed-Powys Police has set up Ga- 
teTag in a bid to slash rural crime 
by providing farmers, growers and 
landowners with a number of serial 
numbered zip ties, which serve as a 
tracking system, to put on each gate 
that fronts onto a public roadway. 

The system will help police when 
investigating damage to fencing, gates 
or hedges from vehicles involved in 
road traffic collisions, for stock con¬ 
trol - to advise if any livestock have 
escaped or if someone else’s stock 
has been temporarily secured in that 
particular field - and to help identify 
incidents of trespass. 

GateTag will work in conjunction 
with the NFU Welshpool’s Farm 
Watch Scheme by updating members 
should there be any thefts or suspi¬ 
cious activities occurring in the local¬ 
ity.

THE continuing uncertainty over 
the future of A&E facilities in 
Shropshire is pitting community 
against community, civic digni¬ 
taries have warned. 

Town councils on both sides of the 
Shropshire/Powys border have joined 
forces to call for more transparen¬ 
cy over the Future Fit consultation 
where health services should be based 
and the cost of the process. 

They hope other councils will join them. 

At a meeting of the mayors and clerks 
of Shrewsbury, Oswestry, Welshpool and 
Newtown town councils, the four pledged 
to work together to ensure the best for pa¬ 
tients in the region. They said there should 
be an equality of health services and access 
to them for all of Shropshire and into Mid 
Wales but, at the minimum that A&E ser¬ 
vices should be retained in Shropshire to 
reflect the rural and extensive hinterland. 

People in Mid Wales look to Shropshire 
for their nearest hospital services. 

David Preston, clerk of Oswestry Town 
Council, said: “Communities are pitting 
themselves against each other, against the 
back drop of concerns of process, uncertain 
timescale and lack of clarity in informa¬ 
tion.” Those present requested that the 
Future Fit board outline its proposals and 
consultation plans for the future of A&E af¬ 
fecting Shropshire and Mid Wales and the 
impact on the wider health services. 

A letter has also been sent to all Shrop¬ 
shire MPs asking them to petition the gov¬ 
ernment for funding to retain both Telford 
and Shrewsbury A&E facilities, recognising 
the geographical and transport difficulties 
presented within such a rural county. 

Oswestry Mayor Paul Milner launched a 
petition earlier this year in support of re¬ 
taining A&E services in Shrewsbury. 


TWO Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospi¬ 
tal nurses are flying the Team GB 
flag after being selected to represent 
their country in European Champi¬ 
onship competitions. 

Leonie Keeling, a theatre scrub 
manager, is off to the European 
standard distance duathlon in Soria, 
Spain, at the end of April. That event 
sees her take on two 10km runs, 
with a 40km bike ride sandwiched in 
the middle. 

Claire Birch, who is about to take 


up a new post as upper limb/hand 
practitioner, will be heading to Aus¬ 
tria in June to compete in the Eu¬ 
ropean standard distance triathlon. 
The event sees her swim 1,500 me¬ 
tres, cycle 40kms and finish with a 
10 km run. 

Leonie, 36, and from Cockshutt, 
near Shrewsbury, will be represent¬ 
ing Team GB for the first time. She 
took up running non-competitively 
seven years ago, but only entered 
her first triathlon in April this year. 


“I entered the Oulton Park Au¬ 
tumn Duathlon at the start of this 
month,” she said/ 

“It was a last-minute decision and 
I’d never done a duathlon before, but 
I did well enough to make Team GB 
so I was delighted.” 

Claire, 42, said: “I have been com¬ 
peting in triathlons for more than 10 
years now, and have been fortunate 
enough to represent GB on a few oc¬ 
casions. It is always an honour to put 
on the international kit.” 


Youth club 
in village 
‘not source 
of trouble' 

PROBLEMS with anti-social behav¬ 
iour in a village is not the fault of the 
youth club despite complaints from 
residents, a volunteer has said. 

The behaviour of young people in 
St Martins has come under scrutiny 
from residents, with many pointing 
the finger of blame at the village’s 
youth club. 

Sue Heard, volunteer youth club 
leader at St Martins Club, said the 
criticism was “unfair and frustrat¬ 
ing”. 

She said: “The other week I was 
told by someone in the village that 
they hate Friday nights because of 
the ‘youth club kids’. I didn’t like that 
comment at all because the children 
we have who come to youth club every 
week are so well behaved. 

“That’s not the reputation we want 
to have in the village. We can’t force 
the children who are outside to come 
inside, that’s the parents’ responsi¬ 
bility to make sure their children do. 
In some cases are parents sure when 
they’re dropping their children off for 
youth club that they’re actually going 
inside? 

“In the last year we’ve seen a drop 
in the number of children who come 
to youth club, we now only have about 
15 children who come along. 

“We also can’t stop children from 
leaving during the evening. 

“In the last few weeks a number of 
incidents have happened outside and 
thankfully the children were able to 
come inside as a place of safety.” 

Mrs Heard, who along with her 
husband Nick, have been running the 
youth club with the help of friends 
and fellow volunteers for 23 years, 
warns that if numbers continue to 
dwindle and the club isn’t supported 
by villagers, it could fold. 

The club runs every Friday at the 
St Martins Centre and offers a range 
of activities every week depending on 
what the children are interested in.

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Time may 
be up for 
area's public 
payphones 

THEY have served towns and villages 
for decades - but now Shropshire’s 
phone boxes could soon be sent to the 
scrapheap. 

Shropshire Council is appealing 
for people to have their say on a pro¬ 
posal by BT to remove 214 public pay¬ 
phones around the county. 

The council said whilst some com¬ 
munities will find that a payphone 
is of little or no use to them today, it 
would encourage careful considera¬ 
tion because the removal of the facil¬ 
ity will be permanent. 

Formal consultation runs until 
January, although the council urges 
individuals and groups to make their 
thoughts known ahead of an initial 
stock take on November 28. 

There will then be a further chance 
for local communities to comment on 
the council’s provisional view before 
the final decisions are made and sent 
to BT in January. The announcement 
comes following a series of closures in 
recent years. A number were taken 
out of use in February last year, al¬ 
though a number of communities kept 
their red boxes including Bushmoor 
and Acton Scott near Church Stret- 
ton, Easthope at Much Wenlock, and 
Prees and Ightfield near Whitchurch. 

As the local planning authority, 
Shropshire Council has the right to 
object to the removal of phone boxes 
in any particular area. It is also able to 
demand that the physical structure of 
a kiosk be kept, event if the phone is 
removed, particularly if the box is of a 
traditional red design. Cecilia Motley, 
Shropshire Council’s cabinet member 
for rural services and communities, 
said: “In addition to the advantages 
of having a working pay phone, many 
communities consider their phone box 
as a landmark and something they 
wish to preserve.” 


Fire bosses issue safety 
reminder after rave case

FIRE service bosses have re¬ 
minded anyone planning an 
event to make sure appropriate 
safety measures are in place. 

The warning comes as they de¬ 
scribed a basement used for an illegal 
rave as a “death trap” that could have 
led to huge loss of life. 

The walls of the room below the Acad¬ 
emy Skate Park at Rednal, near Oswestry, 
were covered in combustible material with 
people smoking inside, Guy Williams, group 
manager of Shropshire Fire and Rescue 
said. There were not enough exits, no fire 
detectors or alarms, no emergency lighting 
or exit signs and nothing had been done 
about an evacuation plan or training given 
to stewards. 

Investigators discovered the room after 
Matthew Jones, 20, from Johnstown, fell 
ill during the Halloween event in October 
2014. He later died in hospital. 

Event organiser Crispin Wrigley, 39, 
from Cabin Lane, Oswestry, pleaded guilty 
to perverting the course of justice and fail¬ 
ing to comply with 16 fire safety regulations 
and two of breaches of licensing laws. He 
was given suspended jail sentences total¬ 
ling 18 months. 

Mr Williams said “The message to any¬ 
one who is thinking of organising an event 
is clear: get advice from the fire service. 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service runs 
free business fire safety seminars across 
Shropshire that are aimed at helping peo¬ 
ple understand their fire safety responsi¬ 
bilities.” 

Shropshire Council’s regulatory services 
operations manager, Karen Collier, added 
“This case should be seen as a clear warn¬ 
ing to anyone who is planning an event.”

Figures reveal 999 
response levels 

ALMOST 80 per cent of emergency 
calls for an ambulance in Wales re¬ 
ceived a response on scene within 
eight minutes in September, the latest 
statistics reveal. 

Ambulance services statistics show 
there were 37,549 emergency calls, 
an average of 1,252 per day, 0.5 per 
cent up on the daily average for Au¬ 
gust 2016. The ambulance response 
time target was met every month in 
the first year of the clinical response 
model pilot, with half of emergency 
calls in September receiving a re¬ 
sponse in just over four and a half 
minutes. Every health board in Wales 
met the target for the fourth consecu¬ 
tive month for 65 per cent of Red calls 
to receive a response within eight 
minutes. Health Secretary Vaughan 
Gething said: “These are extremely 
positive figures. The new clinical re¬ 
sponse model is prioritising the most 
urgent calls and ensuring a rapid re¬ 
sponse where it’s needed.”

Consultation launched 
on waste site proposals

CONSULTATION on the future of 
five household waste and recy¬ 
cling centres has started, Powys 
County Council has announced. 

The council is reviewing the five 
household waste and recycling centres 
as it looks to save £700,000 from the 
service from April 2017. 

The consultation, which will close on 
November 30, is available online at www. 
powys.gov.uk/haveyoursay with paper cop¬ 
ies available at local libraries shortly. 

The council’s cabinet gave the go-ahead 
last month to carry out a full consultation 
into the future of the centres, which are 
currently located in Welshpool, Brecon, 
Llandegley, Newtown and Ystradgynlais. 

Residents are being consulted on a num¬ 
ber of options including the closure of up to 
two sites, reducing the opening days of the 
sites, and potential charges for some waste 
such as soil and rubble, plasterboard and 
other DIY waste. 

Cllr John Powell, cabinet member for 
waste and recycling, said: “We are facing 
unprecedented financial pressures as we 
look to save £29.8 million up until 2019. 

“As part of our balanced three-year fi¬ 
nancial plan, which was approved by full 
council earlier this year, a number of sav¬ 
ings proposals were put forward. 

“One of the proposed savings is to reduce 
the amount of household waste and recy¬ 
cling centres in the county. 

“The savings we need to make means 
that the level of service we currently have 
in place cannot be sustained. 

“We face difficult decisions about their 
future.

NEWS IN BRIEF 

Warning is given 
over hoax 999 calls 

AMBULANCE crews have been sent 
to deal with more than 30 calls in 
Shropshire which have turned out to 
be a hoax over the past two years, ac¬ 
cording to new figures. 

Data released under the Freedom 
of Information Act shows paramedics 
were sent on 34 hoax calls since 2014 
- with last year seeing 16 hoax calls. 

The data shows that West Midlands 
Ambulance Service had 15 hoax calls 
in 2014, 16 the following year and just 
three to date this year. It is thought 
there will be more calls which are a 
hoax but can’t be confirmed as such. 

Bosses urged people to think long 
and hard before making a hoax call, 
warning in the worst case scenario it 
could lead to another patient’s death. 
They said any hoax call meant vital 
resources were not able to respond to 
genuine 999 calls. 

Rotarians lead 
fight against polio 

ROTARY clubs across Shropshire 
have taken part in a series of events 
to raise awareness of polio across the 
world. 

Clubs in Shropshire, Staffordshire 
and parts of the West Midlands are 
supporting a nationwide initiative 
called Purple4Polio. 

Rotary clubs are planting thousands 
of purple crocus corms to transform 
public spaces and brighten up local 
communities. 

The colour purple has been chosen 
as it represents the colour of the dye 
which is placed on the little finger of 
a child on mass immunisation days 
when millions of children in entire 
countries are protected against the 
disease. 

Rotarian John Sayer, who leads the 
Rotarians in Shropshire, Staffordshire 
and parts of the West Midlands, said 
there had been promising steps in the 
polio battle with just 27 cases of polio 
recorded worldwide so far this calen¬ 
dar year. 


A MOTORCYCLIST is cam¬ 
paigning for the banning of 
spotlights on agricultural ve¬ 
hicles on the roads after say¬ 
ing he was blinded by one on 
a tractor. 

Chris Lee, from Oswestry, lost 
control of his bike on the A49 
near Dorrington and was taken 
to hospital with wrist and neck 
injuries. 

Still in a collar after the accident 
which happened on October 14, Mr 
Lee says he is lucky to be alive. 

He has appealed for help in tracing 
the passers-by who came to his aid in 
the crash so that he can thank them. 

Mr Lee, 29, left home at about 7pm 
for his job in security and was riding 
along the A49 south of Shrewsbury. 

“A tractor came towards me with 
not only its headlights but its spot¬ 
lights on,” he said. 

“It was a huge vehicle and I was 
blinded by the lights. 

“When I could see again I was on 
a bend and the bike just went from 
under me.” 

He says that he was extremely lucky 
to have hit the grass rather than the 
road surface. 

He said he was also lucky the bike 
did not end up trapping him. 

“My first thought was to get my bike 
off the road but a chap stopped and did 
that for me,” he said. “Then two army 
cadet instructors stopped. 

“They were both medics and, al¬ 
though at the time I thought I had 
only hurt my wrist, they immobilised 
me. 

“It is a good job they did because 
when I got to hospital it turned out 
that I had neck injuries. 

“I am now at home but I am in a 
collar and I have numbness in my arm 
and leg.” 

He said he had only bought the mo¬ 
torcycle seven weeks ago and was now 


facing a big repair bill. Mr Lee, who 
has two children and who’s partner is 
expecting a daughter in a few weeks, 
said he wanted to trace others who 
stopped at the scene. 

He said: “I have managed to track 
down the men and have been able to 
thank them for what they did for me. 
I have also found the paramedics. But 


I would really like to find the two or 
three ladies who helped me and tele¬ 
phoned my family, including my part¬ 
ner’s. I would love to be able to say 
thank you to them.” 

He says the accident, the second in¬ 
volving a motorcyclist on the A49 on 
that day, has shown how dangerous 
spotlights can be. 


“Cars have to dip their headlights 
for oncoming vehicles,” he said. 

“But I understand that many of 
these tractors don’t have the ability to 
dip the spotlights. I think they should 
be banned from using the lights on 
the road and stick only to headlights 
which can be dipped. Those spotlights 
are designed for working in the fields.”

Business leader 
gives airport view

A BUSINESS leader in Shrop¬ 
shire has welcomed the de¬ 
cision to expand Heathrow 
Airport - but said it was now 
time for Birmingham Airport 
to up its game too. 

Chief executive of Shropshire 
Chamber of Commerce Richard 
Sheehan said he was disappointed 
the recent airport announcement 
by the Government made no ref¬ 
erence to Birmingham. 

Mr Sheehan said the chamber was 
committed to lobbying for the expan¬ 
sion of Birmingham Airport, which he 
said was crucial to the economic devel¬ 
opment of the county. 

Last week the Government gave the 
go-ahead for a third runway to be built 
at Heathrow, despite fierce opposition 
within the Conservative Party. 

Foreign Secretary Boris Johnson 
has already voiced his objections to 
plans for Heathrow, and Richmond 
Park MP Zac Goldsmith immediately 
announced he would resign his seat in 
protest. 

Mr Sheehan said the decision about 
Heathrow was long overdue, and 
would benefit businesses in Shrop¬ 
shire. 

But he said the Government also 
needed to look beyond London, and 
improve links between airports in the 
capital, Birmingham and Manchester. 

“The development of Heathrow as 
a central hub is a vital part of our in¬ 
frastructure investment, and it is seri¬ 
ously overdue,” he said. 

“We are a long way behind other 
countries in the development of our 
aviation infrastructure, and with our 
changing European status, it is impor¬ 
tant that we catch up. 

“The important thing is that we get 


our goods and services out into the 
rest of the world as quickly and effi¬ 
ciently as possible, and it is important 
that we have the right infrastructure 
for that.” Mr Sheehan said he knew 
many business people in Shropshire 
who regularly used Heathrow Airport, 


and he believed the third runway 
would deliver a boost to the county’s 
economy. He added: “Birmingham 
Airport is clearly a very important 
airport in terms of the West Midlands, 
and it is capable of delivering an awful 
lot more.”

Hospital handovers 
causing concerns 

ROYAL Shrewsbury Hospital had the 
most patients waiting for more than 
an hour to be transferred from ambu¬ 
lances to the hospital in September 
across the West Midlands, new figures 
show. 

Figures released by West Midlands 
Ambulance Service show 98 patients 
had to wait more than one hour be¬ 
fore being handed over to hospital 
staff after arriving by ambulance last 
month. 

This compares to just one at Bir¬ 
mingham Childrens Hospital and 
nearly three times as many as the 
Princess Royal Hospital in Telford, 
which had 38 waits of more than an 
hour. 

The longest wait recorded at Royal 
Shrewsbury Hospital was two hours, 
43 minutes and 29 seconds, health 
bosses have said.

Dating apps 
allegations 
are revealed 

INVESTIGATIONS have been 
launched into offences such as sexual 
assault, blackmail and harassment in¬ 
volving people using dating apps such 
as Tinder and Grinder. 

West Mercia Police probed allega¬ 
tions in Shropshire that also included 
rape and distribution of an indecent 
image of a child when apps were men¬ 
tioned in the incident log. 

But officers only managed to charge 
a suspect in one of the 10 cases be¬ 
tween 2015 and the end of September 

- a harassment investigation in 2015 

- according to data revealed under the 
Freedom of Information Act. 

According to the figures, three of 
the investigations are still ongoing 
while in two cases the victim with¬ 
drew their support for police action 
and the case was closed. 

In two of the cases, no suspect was 
identified and in another it was de¬ 
cided by police that further investi¬ 
gations to gather evidence to support 
formal action against a suspect was 
not in the public interest. 

Julie Garbett, manager for inde¬ 
pendent charity Victim Support in 
the West Midlands said: “Crimes com¬ 
mitted through online dating apps are 
just as serious as any other type of 
crime and can have a devastating and 
long lasting impact on people’s lives. 

“We know that online crime is 
hugely under-reported, which means 
thousands of victims continue to suf¬ 
fer in silence. 

“Victims need to have confidence 
that if they choose to report a crime, 
no matter how minor it might seem 
that they will be taken seriously and 
any investigative leads, explored thor¬ 
oughly.” 

A spokesman for West Mercia 
Police said: “West Mercia Police is 
committed to protecting people from 
harm in all aspects of their lives. In 
the case of internet dating we would 
direct people to the Get Safe Online 
website which includes comprehen¬ 
sive advice, beginning with only using 
sites which are members of the On¬ 
line Dating Association and bound by 
their code of conduct.”

Mr Lindstrand said his firm Lindstrand 
Technologies Ltd is building the hangar for 
Goodyear’s ambitious airship Wingfoot opera¬ 
tion in Long Beach in California. 

Mr Lindstrand is one of the world’s fore¬ 
most experts on inflatable structures and set 


the world distance record in lighter-than-air 
travel when he and Richard Branson crossed 
the Pacific in a balloon emblazoned with the 
Virgin logo. 

Mr Lindstrand was the first man to fly a hot 
air balloon across both the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans and to the edge of space. 

His 1988 world altitude record flight to 
20,000 metres lasted for 16 years. 

He said: “The hangar is 107 metres long, 32 
metres wide and 25 metres high. 


“It will take 30,000 square metres of fabric 
to build it and will be delivered in June 2017. 

“It will be for Goodyear’s forthcoming third 
airship - Wingfoot Three. 

“The falling value of the pound has been 
good for us.

jects. After a very low period in 2011, by 2014 
we had turned things around and now I have 
the highest number of orders I have ever had 
in my life.

Actress offers her support to 
couple in army inquiry fight

ACTRESS Vanessa Redgrave 
has pledged to support the fam¬ 
ily of Cheryl James in their call 
for a public inquiry into a culture 
of bullying at the Deepcut army 
barracks. 

The movie star, who is well known for 
her political activism, presented Des James 
with a human rights award at a ceremony 
in London. 

She then chatted to him backstage to ask 
how she could help with the next stage of 
getting justice for four young soldiers found 
dead at the Surrey barracks. 

Mr James, from Llanymynech near 
Oswestry, said he had been overwhelmed. 

“I had no idea that Miss Redgrave would 
be presenting our award,” he said. 

“She has asked me to get in touch with 
her and keep her informed.” 

Mr James and his wife Doreen have been 
seeking answers since their daughter died 
on November 27, 1995 - just days after her 
18 th birthday. 

Mr James told the annual Liberty awards 
ceremony: “She was my daughter. I loved 
her immensely. I am very, very proud of 
her. She was confident, opinionated, noisy, 
funny, free-spirited, curious and beautiful. 
She loved animals. She loved her friends. 
She loved her family. When she decided to 
join the Army, we supported her.” 

A second inquest, held this year, found 
Cheryl had taken her own life. 

Mr James told the Liberty event he was 
surprised and disappointed at the verdict. 

Mr and Mrs James said they would con¬ 
tinue to push for an inquiry into the culture 
at the barracks during the time the four 
young soldiers died. He said Deepcut had 
cast a “long shadow” over the reputation of 
the British Army.

Jobs go after 
charity has to 
close its doors 

A CHARITY that has helped thousands 
experiencing relationship problems has 
gone in to liquidation, with the loss of 72 
jobs. 

The former Marriage Guidance or¬ 
ganisation Relate has ceased trading in 
Shropshire. 

Dozens of volunteers have also been 
told they have lost their roles in the 
Shropshire, Herefordshire and North 
Staffordshire branch of the charity. 

The charity has offices in the heart of 
Shrewsbury from where it ran its coun¬ 
selling services. 

Relate’s charity shops in Oswestry, 
Shrewsbury, Church Stretton, Welling¬ 
ton, Ellesmere, Wem and Market Dray¬ 
ton have also all closed. 

Official liquidators have now been 
called in. 

“This is a very sad time for all of us,” 
said centre manager, Sandie Dent. 

“A total of 72 staff have been made re¬ 
dundant as part of the closure process. 
This is, of course, a very difficult time 
for all of us who are affected and we’re 
extremely grateful for everyone’s coop¬ 
eration and professionalism. We’re doing 
everything we can to support the staff, 
including working with the local Job Cen¬ 
tre.” Most of the staff who have lose their 
jobs were part-time employees. They in¬ 
clude 42 counsellors, 11 trainers, 11 shop 
managers and eight office support staff. 
Around 40 volunteers were also involved 
in staffing its shops. 

Ms Dent said: “The centre’s finances 
are subject to an ongoing liquidation 
process, and it would be inappropriate 
to speculate on figures at this time. Of 
course everything possible was done to 
turn around our fortunes but it was just 
not possible to stay open any longer.” 

Lord Archer to 
talk on book 

NOVELIST and former politician Jeffrey 
Archer will be visiting the Oswestry area 
to promote his new book. 

The 74-year-old has seen the seventh 
and final instalment of his number one 
best seller series, Clifton Chronicles, pub¬ 
lished this week and he will be visiting 
Shropshire as part of the promotion. 

Lord Archer will be at Moreton Hall 
School near Oswestry on Thursday 
evening next week for the event, which 
is being held in conjunction with Booka 
Bookshop. 

He will talk about the final instalment 
in the Clifton Chronicles series, This Was 
a Man, but says he is happy to answer any 
questions the audience might have. “It’s 
no holds barred,” he said. The other six 
books in the series have gone to number 
one in the charts and Lord Archer said 
people always enjoy a good tale. 

He said: “When you look at the true 
greats like Dickens or du Maurier, what 
they have in common is great story tell¬ 
ing. I may not be a prize winner, but 
how many prize winners still have peo¬ 
ple reading their books a year or so after 
their award?” 

He said his characters and storylines 
were based in some ways on his own per¬ 
sonal experiences.

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Majority still 
want to own 
their own home 

The majority of British people still want to own 
a home and they aspire to having their own 
property not purely for financial reasons, new 
research has found. 

Some 72 per cent of adults want to be home 
owners in two years’ time and 80% hope to own 
in 10 years’ time which is broadly in line with the 
30 year average sentiment, according to the 
research from the Council of Mortgage Lenders 
as part of its long running series on attitudes to 
housing. 

But the report by CML chief economist Bob 
Pannell, based on a survey undertaken on 
behalf of the CML by YouGov, also reveals some 
less predictable findings. These include how 
people perceive part ownership, and who they 
think should be helping young people who face 
affordability hurdles. 

In particular, the research confirms that partial 
home ownership through shared ownership or 
shared equity is regarded as a good idea by 
around half of all respondents, around five times 
the proportion who see it as a bad idea. 

Indeed, more people see part ownership as 
a stepping stone to full ownership than as a 
permanent tenure in its own right and in addition, 
a majority of people regardless of their own 
circumstances feel that it is harder than it has 
ever been for young people to buy their own 
home. If those who believe it is very difficult are 
included, the proportion rises to 85%. 

Overall 75% believe action is necessary to 
help first time buyers. Predominantly, people 
see the Government as having a responsibility, 
but mortgage lenders, house builders and local 
authorities are also widely regarded as having a 
role. In terms of the specific measures favoured 
by those advocating action, special incentives 
to save for deposits were favoured by more 
than half and topped the list, closely followed 
by introducing subsidies for all first time buyers. 
Over a third favoured the measures of abolishing 
stamp duty, reintroducing mortgage interest tax 
relief, and requiring developers to discount prices 
of some new homes, among others. 

According to CML director general Paul 
Smee the findings give rise to some searching 
questions for the industry and Government, not 
least, how far it is possible to balance the tension 
between aspiration and achievability, which 
continues to be a feature of the UK’s relationship 
with home ownership and whether tenure 
neutrality should be the ultimate policy aspiration. 

The research also found that people see the 
value of home ownership as not purely financial. 
In fact, the two most popular reasons for valuing 
home ownership are seen as having the freedom 
to do what you want, and knowing that once the 
mortgage is repaid, the property is yours. Seeing 
the property as an investment or an asset, or a 
mortgage as cheaper than renting, are cited less 
strongly. 

Virtually no existing home owners wish to have 
a different tenure in the future and private tenants 
generally appear to view their position as a 
temporary state. 

Some 56 per cent of private renters would like 
to own within the next two years and 71 per cent 
aspire to own within 10 years. Only 26 per cent of 
existing private tenants would prefer to be renting 
in two years’ time, and 15 per cent in 10 years’ 
time. 


Lending figures hit highest 
level since September 2007 



The home lending market in the UK 
has not been affected by Brexit with 
the latest figures showing that gross 
mortgages reached £20.5 billion in 
September. 

This was the highest September lending 
figure recorded by the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders since 2007 and was 2 per cent 
higher than September 2015 but it was 
7 per cent lower than August’s lending 
total of £22.1 billion. It means that gross 
mortgage lending for the third quarter of 
2016 was an estimated £63.6 billion, 11 per 
cent higher than the second quarter of this 
year and 4% higher than the third quarter 
of 2015. 

“Remortgage activity looks set to grow, 
helped by attractively priced mortgage 
deals encouraging borrowers to refinance. 
Prospects for house purchase activity 
continue to look slightly subdued, when 
compared to the same period a year ago,’ 
said CML senior economist Mohammad 
Jamei. 

“Despite this, housing market sentiment 
continued to improve in September, after 
recovering in August. As a result, we 
expect a modest rise in approvals, though 
at levels lower than seen earlier this year, 
as the lack of properties on the market for 
sale and affordability constraints continue 
to bear down on borrowers,” he added. 

According to Peter Williams, executive 
director of the Intermediary Mortgage 
Lenders Association (IMLA), the data 
depicts a mortgage market undeterred by 
the European Union referendum result and 
very much open for business. 

“The 11 per cent increase in lending 


between the second and third quarters 
shows that borrowers weren’t put off by the 
economic shadow that a drawn out Brexit 
process threatens to cast and lenders 
haven’t suppressed their appetite to meet 
this demand,” he pointed out. 

“September is often a month when house 
hunters renew their pursuits after pausing 
their over summer, but this year’s saw the 
highest September figure since before the 
global downturn. 

“Any potential bumps in the road are 
unlikely to come from mortgage lenders as 
the availability of competitively priced deals 


remains high, both for purchasers and 
remortgagors, but issues on the supply 
side could inhibit activity,” he explained. 

“The consumer appetite is there, but the 
simple fact remains that there simply aren’t 
enough properties coming on to the market 
at the moment to satisfy this demand, 
so more thought needs to be given as to 
how to increase transactions, not least by 
revisiting stamp duty,” he added. 

Henry Woodcock, principal mortgage 
consultant at IRESS, believes that the 
month on month fall is just a blip and 
pointed out that the total number of 


mortgage products has increased over the 
last 19 months to 24,415, pointing to fierce 
competition. 

He also pointed out that the impending 
closure of the Help to Buy mortgage 
guarantee scheme at the end of the year 
could result in a last minute rush by low 
deposit borrowers to secure an attractive 
deal. 

“No doubt we’ll see lower numbers as 
we head into the mid-winter seasonal 
slowdown in activity, however the signs 
for October still look pretty positive,” he 
added. 


Changes will force landlords into higher tax bracket 



More than 400,000 landlords in the UK who 
currently pay the basic rate of tax will find 
themselves forced into a higher tax bracket from 
April 2017, research has found. 

According to a survey for the National Association 
of Landlords (NLA) while some 22 per cent of the 
estimated two million landlords in the private rented 
sector will find themselves propelled into the higher 
rate, all landlords are in danger of seeing their tax rise 
regardless of what they pay currently. 

The changes mean that from April 2017 landlords 
will no longer be able to deduct mortgage interest 
payments or any other finance related costs from 
their turnover before declaring their taxable income. 

Currently, mortgage interest payments are one of a 
number of expenses that landlords can deduct as a 
business cost, including insurance premiums, letting 
agent fees, and maintenance and property repair 
costs. 

Challenge 

The move, which was announced by previous 
Chancellor George Osborne, will be phased in over 
four years but it is hugely unpopular. A challenge in 
the High Court failed and now landlords and industry 
bodies are lobbying the Government to abandon 
the change. They hope that new Chancellor Philip 
Hammond will take a different view and make a 
positive announcement in his autumn statement next 
month. 

The NLA says that while around 440,000 landlords 
who are on the basic rate will be forced into a higher 
bracket, all landlords face higher tax bills with the size 
depending on how many properties they have in their 
portfolio and their value. 

It has found that 28 per cent in the West Midlands 
could be particularly hit. 

The amount by which landlords will be affected will 
depend on their personal circumstances, including 



whether or not they generate income from any 
other sources. Landlords’ tax liability will increase 
depending on their existing annual mortgage interest 
payments. 

For example, payments for those with a single 
property is currently £3,600, for two or three 
properties it is £8,600, for four to five properties it 
is £16,300, for six to 10 properties it is £18,200, for 
11 to 19 properties it is £24,900 and for 20 or more 
properties it is £38,000. 

The NLA has met with Housing and Planning 
Minister Gavin Barwell to discuss the matter and 
it also hopes to meet Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, Jane Ellison, in the near future after 
Chancellor Phillip Hammond responded to the 
association’s request to discuss the forthcoming 
changes, and last year’s stamp duty surcharge on 
addition property purchases. 



The Financial Secretary is responsible for strategic 
oversight of the UK tax system including direct, 
indirect, business, property and personal taxation. 

“When the Government announced these changes 
last year, it claimed they would only hit a small 
proportion of higher rate tax payers. We now know 
that is complete tosh,” said NLA chief executive 
officer Richard Lambert. 

Rules 

“The Government must look to amend these tax 
changes and minimise the impact on landlords and 
their tenants, something that could easily be achieved 
by applying the rules to only new loans written after 
April 2017. Unless this happens, landlords will face an 
impossible decision of whether to increase rents and 
cause misery for their tenants, or to sell-up, and force 
their tenants to find a new home,” he added.

Ideal choice to brighten 
up your rock gardens 

BEST OF THE BUNCH - Hypericum to be genetically undersized varieties, but you 


THIS stalwart shrub produces bright yellow 
flowers throughout summer, followed by berries, 
depending on the variety. 

There’s a hypericum for most situations. The 
larger types look great in a border, the smaller 
ones will brighten up a rock garden, and you can 
get both evergreen and deciduous species which 
provide lovely autumn colour. Certain types will 
also bear berries. H. androsaemum (Tutsan), for 
instance, a bushy, deciduous shrub which grows 
up to 75cm tall, produces red berries which ripen 
to black in autumn. Larger shrubs prefer moist 
but well-drained soil in sun or partial shade, 
while the smaller rock garden types prefer full 
sun and good draining. Trim them in spring 
to keep them neat or cut the larger deciduous 
types back hard in early spring to contain their 
growth. 

GOOD ENOUGH TO EAT - Baby vegetables 

SO many of these are sold in supermarkets - 
from baby leeks and miniature courgettes to 
dwarf carrots and sweetcorn - but you can’t 
beat growing your own. 

Some of the shop-bought types have been bred 


can grow standard types closer together and 
harvest them earlier. Quick-maturing varieties 
include early carrots such as Amsterdam Forc¬ 
ing and turnips like Snowball. Leeks like Jolant 
can be grown in close rows and pulled after 12 
weeks, or you could leave them in the ground to 
become larger, more standard sizes. As a general 
rule, grow baby vegetables closer together than 
you would ordinary varieties, although cour¬ 
gettes and sweetcorn will need to be given more 
space to grow. Thin carrots, beetroot and tur¬ 
nips, leaving them 3cm apart. Space cabbage and 
lettuce 15cm apart. Baby veg need humus-rich 
soil, thorough watering and regular feeding but 
can do well in pots and tiny beds. 

WHAT TO DO THIS WEEK 

1. Check your greenhouse thermometer reg¬ 
ularly and if the minimum temperature has 
dropped below 3-4C (38-40F) overnight, you may 
need to turn it up a little. 

2. Check stored fruits every week and use 
them as fast as you can. Remove any showing 
signs of mould. 

3. Plant tulips in gritty, well-drained compost.

WHENEVER 1 take a drive around 


I can open the windows and smell 
woodsmoke almost everywhere. 

Now that days are shorter and cool¬ 
er it is a privilege to come home and 
light the stove, yet I come indoors only 
reluctantly. 

Outside in gardens, the countryside and 
the streets of our towns wherever you look 
there are bright bonfires happening as 
plants give their final hurrah before winter. 

We are so lucky to live in a temperate cli¬ 
mate where we can enjoy autumn colour. 
Plants that perform at this time of year are 
to be treasures as the show only intensifies 
with lower temperatures and light. 

Many great trees and shrubs that have 
been in the background all summer are tak¬ 
ing centre stage now. 

Amongst the best are the acers. This fam¬ 
ily which includes the common Sycamore 
as well as the palmate or Japanese acers. 
Thanks to the efforts of nurserymen they 
are no longer just available to the wealthy 
but come in a huge number of cultivars. 

All share common features which are a 
liking for good loamy soil, a tolerance of 
shade and a dislike of drought and dry¬ 
ing winds. Growth is moderate but the 
handsome hand shaped (hence the epithet 
palmate) foliage is perfect for growing her¬ 
baceous plants beneath. 

One of my favourites is A. aconitifolium 
which as the name implies has foliage rem¬ 
iniscent of a monkshood. It grows as wide 
as it does tall and can be quite imposing 
when it gets mature. The leaves burn scar¬ 
let red in the autumn and are held over a 
long period until heavy frost crinkles them 
up. They look wonderful u deplaned with 
cyclamen or a small anemone such as ‘Sep¬ 
tember Charm’ which is still going. Acer 
osakazuki is perhaps the most brilliant of 
all the Japanese maples and quite a strong 
grower by comparison with many. 

We may not have spared a thought for 
our cherries since the spring and early sum¬ 
mer but look at them now. 

Next to my house I am lucky to have a 
group of bird cherries which are orange, 
red and gold now. It really looks as though 
flames are creeping up the tree! Yet for the 
garden, especially when space is at a pre¬ 
mium I like Prunus incisa. These more 
shrubby cherries can have an angular habit 
of growth. They still flower in early spring 
but also turn the most fabulous shades of 
burnt orange and maroon red now. Added 
to which they are incredibly amenable and 
will grow in sun or light shade and even 
in heavy soil which we have here. I have 
planted the cultivar ‘Kojo-no-mai’ which is 
quite slow growing with zig zag shoots and 
pale pink flowers. 

One shrub or tree which is as much of 
a delight in the hedgerows as it is in the 
garden are the spindles, or Euonymus. E. 
alatus is often encountered in garden cen¬ 


tres where it’s neat leaves and winged corky 
bark give it an extra element of ingest in 
winter. For those willing to seek them out 
there are some less often encountered spe¬ 
cies and cultivars including the wonderful 
E. bungeanus var. mongolicus which has 
wonderfully pinkish autumn colour with 
pinkish fruits produced after a good sum¬ 
mer. E. clivicola is a graceful shrub grow¬ 
ing to ten feet with slender leaves whilst E. 
hamiltonianus has produced a number of 
excellent offspring including ‘Indian Sum¬ 
mer’ and ‘Coral Charm’ which are must 
haves in my book! 


Lindera is a genera of shrubs from the 
northern hemisphere which might not 
have been heard of outside of specialist 
collections some few years ago but have 
made a much greater impression recently. 
L. benzoin is know as the spice bush in the 
USA has scented leaves which turn clear 
yellow in autumn. My favourite though is 
L. obtusiloba which has a wonderful erect 
habit and three lobed leaves which look like 
molten gold in autumn. 

I feel as though I could go on forever and 
probably could but I can’t leave you without 
mentioning a conifer... yes a conifer that I 


find irresistible. You might have to give up 
a substantial part of your garden to house 
it so it’s probably better to go and see it in 
somebody else’s but hey ho! There are only 
five genera of deciduous conifer of which 
Pseudolarix amabilis is the only member of 
its own genera and superficially resembles a 
larch. It likes acid soil in which it will grow 
slowly but happily producing long light 
green needles which look like butter in the 
autumn. 

They make a stately tree over time and 
ours is just a baby but here’s to many 
golden Octobers to come!

THE strangler figs had done it; 
their probing fingers had pene¬ 
trated his hair before it had rot¬ 
ted away and at the departure 
of those emblematic locks, had 
bore down into his cranium until 
he had died. 

The wind and rain had permeated 
his eye sockets and therein now grew 
ferns and lianas. Bats flew from his 
nostrils, a sure sign that his long-va¬ 
cated skull now harboured living 
things once more. 

I did not see him straight away for he lay 
hidden in a section of the thick Guatemalan 
jungle away from the beaten track. 

Here one must watch where they trod. 
Leaf cutter ant lines criss-crossed the forest 
floor and lethally venomous fer-de-lance pit 
vipers lay around the buttress roots. 

It was a little after dawn and I was hap¬ 
pily lost in awe and wonder within the vast 
archaeological site of Tikal deep in the Yu¬ 
catan Peninsula. 

I had just spent a magical hour in the 
gloom, perched high above the rainforest 
canopy watching the burgeoning sun’s rays 
begin to illuminate the epic towers and 
monuments of this wondrous place, crown¬ 
ing their tops with burnished gold in the 
process. 

Yet those very objects of monolithic 
beauty and grandeur held a macabre past. 

One studded in ritual and human sacri¬ 
fice lest the mighty sun god be denied his 
blood and gore and thus fail to rise the fol¬ 
lowing morning. 

Had that been the reality, I decided, 
much blood had been spilt this night. 

Tikal has been revealed to a lesser degree 
but much remains hidden and reclaimed by

the jungle in the centuries since the Mayans 
kept it. 

And so there was I, some way from the 
track and tiptoeing carefully through virgin 
forest to my meeting with the apparition. 
Yet it was not he who I had followed. 

Seeing anything through the tangle, or 
‘green hell’ as many an author has labelled 
the jungle on South and Central America, is 
a challenge. One can peer up and occasion¬ 
ally catch a glimpse of a leaping capuchin or 
a gliding parrot. 

You can follow the guttural roarings of 
howler monkeys and watch their antics 
through the branches high above in a for¬ 
est clearing, but to sight an animal on the 
ground is often very difficult. 

Glanced 

I had been lucky and where the vines 
and creepers had thinned out a little, I had 
glanced to my right and spotted an orange, 
striped tail held erect and moving slowly 
through the vegetation. 

As I approached, ducking and weaving, 
its owner had become clear; a coati. 

These charming little creatures are the 
size of a large house cat, yet on the ground, 
its short forelegs give it a bear-like gait 
as it lumbers along with that glorious tail 
held high above its back, possibly to act as 
a visual beacon to those that follow it which 
is, in the case of the females, their young. 

Active both day and night, the coati is an 
agile tree climber and a fearsome little om¬ 
nivore, eating lizards, birds and fruit and 


uses its long mobile snout to grub for in¬ 
sects and roots. It also has many an enemy, 
including pumas, jaguars, birds of prey, 
snakes and crocodiles. Females and their 
young travel in bands, but males are soli¬ 
tary and are known as “coatimundis”. They 
join the band only in the mating season. 

As I watched, several smaller coatis 


joined their mother. It was only then that 
I saw the face in the forest. It was a crum¬ 
pled Mayan stone carving, once a tribute to 
a mighty god, adorning one of the pyrami¬ 
dal towers nearby, now forlorn and broken, 
repossessed by nature and played upon by 
coatis in the dappled light of the rainforest.

Strange special effects

DOCTOR Strange, the latest tum¬ 
ble town the rabbit hole of the 
Marvel Comics universe. 

It is a trip - a hallucinogenic, kaleido¬ 
scopic trip of mind-bending special effects 
that left me with a pounding headache. 

City streets and landmarks fold in on 
themselves, rotate and collapse on multiple 
axes, rather like Christopher Nolan’s Incep¬ 
tion or one of MC Escher’s disorienting illus¬ 
trations, only with eye-popping fury in 3D. 

As a masterclass in dizzying digital 
wizardry, director Scott Derrickson’s film 
delivers all of the spectacle we have come 
to expect from a big-budget blockbuster 
infused with the creative DNA of the Aveng¬ 
ers, Captain America and Guardians Of The 
Galaxy. 

The snarkiness and self-deprecation that 
distinguished those pictures is in evidence 
in Derrickson’s fleet-footed script, co-written 
by C Robert Cargill, including one scene 
where the titular medic meets a po-faced li¬ 
brarian called Wong and quips: ‘Just Wong? 
Like...Adele?” to uncomfortable silence. 

Doctor Strange might be able to train his 
mind to override the rigid laws of physics, 
but no amount of study can refine or polish 
his blunt force humour. 

Stephen Strange (Benedict Cumber- 
batch) is a brilliant and arrogant neuro¬ 
surgeon, with a minimalist Manhattan 
apartment and an off-limits romance with 
fellow medic, Christine Palmer (Rachel 
McAdams). 

Years of meticulous study are jeopard¬ 
ised when Strange foolishly takes a tele¬ 
phone call in his speeding silver Lamborgh¬ 
ini. Medical colleagues save his life, but 
not his career, surgically refashioning his 
trembling hands with 11 metal pins.

Cast adrift from the world of science, 
Strange heads to Kathmandu in search of 
spiritual enlightenment in the company of 
an enigmatic Celtic shaman called The An¬ 
cient One (Tilda Swinton), who harnesses 
energy to shape reality. 

Two of her Masters, Karl Mordo (Chiwetel 
Ejiofor) and Wong (Benedict Wong), take 
Strange under their wing and spearhead 
his training so he can travel long distances 


with a swish of his hand. As his confidence 
grows, Strange learns about a former 
Master, Kaecilius (Mads Mikkelsen), who 
strayed from the path of righteousness and 
uses his powers for evil. 

When Kaecilius threatens Strange’s old 
life, including the beautiful Christine, the 
medic puts his training into practice to save 
everything he holds dear. Aside from the 
trippy effects, which left me wishing I could 


turn back time like the title character and 
pre-medicate, Doctor Strange is a satisfying 
opening salvo. 

Cumberbatch digs deep beneath the 
bruised skin of his character’s overinflat¬ 
ed ego, verbalising the inner turmoil of a 
self-anointed god, who learns he is flawed 
and not the master of his own destiny. 

McAdams is squandered in an under¬ 
nourished role as the token love interest.

Appealing to drivers 
who need to control

Bosses at most car manufacturers 
tend to bamboozle me when 
talking technical, which is just what 
happened at a launch event for the 
new Mazda3. 

When it came time to explain why 
the new 2017 model stuck like glue to 
some of the most demanding roads 
Scotland had to offer you needed 
a degree in motor engineering to 
understand what was being said. 

So to put things in layman’s language 
let’s just say the updated Mazda3, 
2-litre 165PS model I tested handled 
like a dream and it was soon clear 
why the Scottish Highlands had been 
chosen to demonstrate its’ stickability. 

I’ve learned it’s all down to Mazda’s 
SKYACTIV technology which im¬ 
proves the connection between 
car and driver and a system named 
G-Vectoring Control (GVC) which 
varies engine torque and optimises 
load on the front wheels. 

By monitoring steering and throttle 
position when you enter a corner under 
power, GVC momentarily reduces the 
amount of torque delivered to the front 
wheels, transferring a fraction more 
weight onto the front axle which allows 
the front wheels to turn more precisely. 

Even on a straight road, GVC can 
reduce driver fatigue by cleverly taking 
away the need for the tiny corrections 
that some drivers make when driving 


straight. In doing this GVC lowers 
driver effort and reduces the amount 
of head and body sway small 
steering corrections can create for 
passengers. 

The Mazda3 handled pretty well 
before but this takes things to a new 
level and it really has to be driven to 
appreciate just how good this new 
system is. 

Highlights across the full 
Hatchback and Fastback range 
include, sub-tie exterior changes 
and an updated cabin. There’s four 
specification levels and the 2017 
Mazda3 is priced from £17,595 to 
£24,195. 

Outwardly you won’t spot a lot of 
difference, though the 2017 Mazda3 
is marked out by a revised grille 
with a stronger three-dimensional 
look and a new front fog light bezel. 
Across both body styles, revised 
door mirrors feature wraparound 
turn indicators, while hatchback 
versions have a redesigned rear 
bumper. 

I couldn’t detect a lot of difference 
inside the cabin either, though 
Mazda claim updates include 
higher quality switch panels and 
handle bezels on the doors, plus a 
newly designed trim insert on the 
dashboard. 

The adoption of an electric parking 
brake is new, creating space for a 
more practical centre console, and 


there’s a new leather steering wheel, 
which if combined with leather seats 
is heated. 

A stand-out feature is the adaption 
of full-colour on the heads-up 
display system showing not only 
driving speed, but speed limits and 
driving instructions when used in 
conjunction with the SatNav system. 

There are no changes when it 
comes to interior space and this 
model rates really well against 
opposition in the sector with the 
spacious boot easily passing the 
golf club test. 

Across the range the 2017 Mazda3 
now features auto power folding 
door mirrors, while range-topping 
Sport Nav versions get LED head¬ 
lights and LED daytime running 
lights. 

All 2017 Mazda3s come with 
chrome side mouldings, a shark-fin 
antenna and body-coloured door 
mirrors. On Sport Nav cars the 
redesigned grille is black metallic, 
while this range topping model also 
benefits from front and rear parking 
sensors. 

The Mazda3, 2-litre 165PS model 
tested costs £22,370 and produced 
48mpg while emitting 135g/km 
of C02 and is a car that will really 
appeal for the driver who needs to 
feel in control.

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Dangers of not knowing what to do in breakdowns 


Many UK motorists 
can't change a tyre 

A survey has found that more than half of UK 
motorists don’t know how to change a car tyre. 

Research conducted by Holts found that of the 1,000 
people questioned, almost half would have no idea 
what to do if they experienced a breakdown at the 
roadside. 

Further from this, 23 per cent admitted that they 
would rather use a tyre filler as a replacement to having 
to change the tyre itself. 

Despite motorists being quizzed on car maintenance 
during their driving test, 44 per cent admitted that they 
wouldn’t know how to act if they had to stop at the side 
of a motorway because of a mechanical issue. 

Incredibly, 13 per cent of those questioned admitted 
that they had used the hard shoulder for reasons other 
than an emergency, such as a child needing the toilet 
or even, amazingly, to have a picnic. 

Concern 

With the winter months quickly drawing in and the 
nights becoming longer, more 32 per cent of those 
quizzed said that breaking down at the side of the road 
was one of their biggest concerns, sitting above flat 
tyres and potential collisions. 

On top of this, 89 per cent of these motorists added 
that they experienced road rage while behind the 
wheel, with dangerous drivers cited as the top reason 
for causing anger. 

Claire Fenton, from Holts, said: “Flat tyres can come 
at the worst times - when you’ve got a car full of 
children, are running late to a special occasion or on 
the way to work - and this can be inconvenient, time 
consuming and stressful. 

“As well as highlighting how many drivers feel 
stressed, anxious or angry on the road, it showed that 
many motorists wouldn’t know how to change a tyre 
on their car or what to do if they break down on the 
motorway hard shoulder.”

Bold new trial could shake 
up used car buying market 


Skoda is testing a new approach to selling used cars 
where information on a car’s personality is shared 
with customers. 

Skoda is piloting a new approach to selling used cars 
that will attempt to make the process more personal for 
potential customers. 

People who are trading in or upgrading their Skoda will 
be asked to provide information on details such as the 
car’s nickname, what personality traits it has, and what 
memories it helped to create. 

This information will then be shared with potential future 
owners in an attempt to give them a greater insight into a 
more personal side of the car’s history. 

Nick O’Neill, national used car manager for Skoda UK, 
said: “For the sales guys in the showroom, it’s a different 
conversation starter. 

“It’s really about generating that initial interest and 
having a nice conversational topic and appealing to 
the emotional side of a purchase rather than the purely 
rational. 

“Then the sales guys can step in and talk about what 
the car comes with and all of that additional information.” 

Reconsideration 

Based on a survey of 2,000 people and the cars they 
owned previously, O’Neill said that Skoda managed a 
73 per cent reconsideration rate - the highest out of any 
manufacturer the company tested. 

“We have such a high reconsideration rate that we 
thought to ourselves, ‘What better people to help sell our 
used cars than the previous owners’, because 73 per 
cent of them, the research shows, would be willing to buy 
another Skoda,” he added. 

Skoda has chosen the London-based Willis Motor 
Company as the location for the three-month pilot. 

Proprietor Dennis Willis said: “We’ve been selling used 
cars for more than 25 years, and I’ve seen first-hand the 
way that the relationship between owners and their cars 
has changed. 

“People don’t just own a car now - they love it, it 
becomes part of them and their life. No one has done 
anything like this in the industry to reflect that shift: Skoda 
is breaking new ground.” 

Commenting on what this approach would mean for 
Skoda dealers around the country if it proves successful, 
O’Neill said: “This is part of a long-term strategic overhaul 
for used cars. 

“We highlighted this to our retailers at a conference 
recently, so we’re looking to redesign certain parts of the 
features and benefits programme. 

“Ultimately, if we can see demonstrable benefits - and 
by demonstrable I mean we can see increased internet

click-though activity on the basis of what we’re doing 
and we can see improved stock turn and or profitability 
of selling used cars this way -1 would seriously consider 
making this a part of our sales process going forward. 

“We haven’t put this in place as a nice exercise, the 
metrics that we are measuring this against are cold hard, 
sales metrics. Ultimately the success and failure of this 
will be based on: did we sell the cars faster, did we see 
increased internet activity, and has it had a demonstrable 
business benefit.” 

From a customer point-of-view, O’Neill believes the 
fresh approach will provide buyers with a greater level 
of nuanced, emotional information that they would 
otherwise not be able to get, enriching the car-buying 
journey in the process. 

“It’s about sentimentality, it’s about emotion and it’s 
about giving people a set of information that they would 
have never been given before in the used car purchase 
journey.” 

In addition to the showroom pilot, any Skoda ads listed 
on Auto Trader by Willis Motor Company will also feature 
this more personal information about the car.

With the price of petrol and diesel on the 
rise, the case for making the switch to an 
electric vehicle has never been stronger.

Day-to-day running costs are lower

They’re appearing on the used car 
market 

Dial back a few years, and the only way 
to enter into the electric car market was 
to buy a new one. Now however, many 
models are appearing on the used market, 
giving buyers a chance to experience 
electric driving but for a fraction of the 
brand-new cost. 

Nissan’s Leaf is a consistent feature on 
the used car market, with some examples 
available from under £6,000, with just 
60,000 miles on the clock. 

The Government grant could soon 
change 

Up until now, motorists have been able 
to take advantage of a Government grant 
offered up to £2,500 off the price of a new 
electric vehicle. However, this is due to 
change following this month’s spending 
review. 

It’s a good time to buy, as there’s little 
doubt that the grant will be left untouched 
following the review. Although the price of 
electric cars is falling, the vast majority still 


remain at a higher price than their petrol or 
diesel-powered counterparts. 

Despite smaller-capacity petrol engines 
becoming more efficient by the day, the 
argument is still there to make the switch 
to electric cars. With charging points more 


frequently available, and used examples 
springing up on the market, it’s as good 
a time as any to make the change to all¬ 
electric.
